There is the further favoring condition that 
those who think the experiment is sure to fail 
are bound to hope that it will succeed; for they 
are no less needy and no less anxious than the 
Social Creditors that poverty should be abol- 
ished and life made more secure. And should 
the experiment succeed a new and better order 
of things will come into existence here, a pat- 
tern and guide for the distressed peoples of the 
world.

A number 
of readers of this column can 
take issue with “Debunker” 
for the reason that they enjoy 
this psychic power which 
enables them to locate water

underground by the pull on a hazel or willow 


forked stick. I had an opportunity to see a 
test a few weeks ago at the ranch of Mr. and 
Mrs. R. D. Bruce at Evansburg when a new 
well was about to be sunk. The pull in the 
hands of Mr. “Jock” Mitchell was so strong 
that it snapped one of the forks. His hands 
were marked by the resistance he had to use. 

Mr. Mitchell, be it said, is not a professional 
“dowser,” but a neighbor and brother merchant 
of Mr. Bruce. The water that he predicted 
would be found at less than 12 feet, came into 
the well at eight feet.

Previous to the article by “Debunker,” I had 
a number of letters from readers who either 
have located water wells by the “dowser” 
methods, or had witnessed the procedure. One 
Edmonton man who claims the gift wants me 
to meet him some morning at dawn, when the 
city is asleep, to witness a demonstration on 
the low level bridge. He says that when he 
Steps across the water section the pull is so 
strong it taxes his strength to resist it. 

From Bluesky in the Peace River district 
comes a letter from*James Newman who says 
he has located wells through the Peace River 
district for the past fifteen years. He has drawn 
for me a pencilled diagram showing the way 
by which he distinguishes an ordinary water 
vein from a flowing vein. He claims to be able 
to tell both the depth and the quality of the 
water by the use of a forked willow or a wire. 

Mr. Donald F. Belknap, of Lacombe, who 
has located numerous wells in B.C. and Alberta 
allegedly without a single failure, sends me a 
number of photographs of his well-locating and 
well-digging operations. He uses a tripot and 
windlass in well-digging 

Several of the snaps are of a well he located 
and dug adjoining the J. N. B. MacDonald and 
Sons nurseries at Lacombe. Spring water was 
found at 16 feet depth filling the well to over- 
flowing, the overflow being led from a tank to 
a creek by means of a ditch. 

Mr. Belknap, who is a religious man, and 
signs himself “A partaker of Divine nature,” 
attributes his success in securing so many flow- 
ing wells—he brought one in for Mr. Wm. 
Weatherill of Tees last vear—to his strong faith 
in Divine guidance. Like other “dowsers” he 
can offer no explanation of the phenomena by 
which he locates water-wells, though there is 
an analogy between it and the modern methods 
of mineral location by electrical recordings and 
cil-locating by means of an astrolobe

Mr. J. R. La Riviere of Edmonton who came 
to Alberta in 1911 when his parents home- 
steaded north of St. Paul, recalls his grand- 
father, Misael] LaPlante, taking a willow divin- 
ing rod and locating a well before ever he 
would decide on the site for the cabir Water 
was found at 22 ft. and proved to be of un- 
limited supply for over twenty years 

Adds Mr. La Riviere: 

“A curious thing happened at that time 
he settler on next quarter to ours didn’t 
believe in the magic rod, yet he asked my 
grand-dad to locate a good place for a well. 
After this was done, the neighbor didn’t 
the location indicated by the rod as 

the best spot. He decided to dig about two 

acres away from the place, and built his 
cabin near the well. 

“After he had dug more than 35 feet he 
located water. Though the supply was not 
great, he figured it would be better later 
on, and that the veins of his well would 
enlarge. 

“Two years later, his stock having in- 
creased, he was forced to dig a new well 
Three wells were dug at places other than 
those indicated by the rod and al! proved 
to be failures. Then one was dug at the 
spot which the willow rod had indicated 
five years before. An ample supply of 
water has been the reward for over fifteen 
years, though the farmer has to haul it 
over the two acres to his buildings.” 

Mr. La Riviere says that close to the city 
resides Mr. Polidore Dory “who in the past 
thirty years has located enough spots for wells 
in the Lamoureux district, that if all the wells 
were put together, would become a river.”

But repressed, or expressed, it is still there, 
yours to use for good, or yours to waste. 

If you will listen closely to some of our 
common expressions, you will hear this per- 
son and that person saying, “I always wanted 
to be a good cook, or I always wanted to be 
a policeman, or I always wanted to do this or 
that.” By the words used, the person tells you 
that as long as he can remember, he has had 
some certain desire fixed in his mind. Of 
course, these desires change from time to time: 
however, we still want something—we still 
have some one thing we want to do, and in 
doing that thing we expect to gain a certain 
type of satisfaction. The goal is set up and 
never entirely forgotten, although it may be 
laid aside for a time. 

In the average person, the desire for power 
is most easily expressed in work. The man or 
woman who has found work which gives play 
to this desire, is far happier and healthier than 
the person who is doing work which is distates- 
ful. The statistic makers of the large life insur- 
ance companies will tell you that the man 
who is doing the kind of work which he likes, 
is going to live longer than the one who is doing 
work which he hates. Why is that? The answer 
is that the man who enjoys his work has found 
a channe! through which this desire to excel can 
run. The man in question wants to demonstrate 
his power over a certain situation. The tougher 
the job, the better he likes it, because his sat- 
isfaction is just that much greater when the 
difficulty is finally solved. If you want power, 
and your work gives you a chance to exercise 
that power, your work will satisfy you 

The widespread discontent crising during 
times of depression comes chiefly through a 
blocking of the desire to be great. The prin- 
cipal psychological result of a blocking of this 
power is lack of courage or confidence. It must 
be recognized as a great psychological law 
THAT, TO HAVE CONFIDENCE, YOU MUST 
BE USING THAT DRIVING FORCE WITHIN 


YOU WHICH DESIRES TO MAKE YOU 
GREAT.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1872, Sir George 
Etienne Cartier met his Waterloo. 
His rejection by the electors of 
Montreal East was not unexpect- 
ed by political observers, be- 
cause, in addition to French Can- 
adian resentment arising from his 
attitude on the New Brunswick 
school issue, he had alienated a 
number of Protestant voters in 
connection with militia arrange- 
ments. His opponent, Louis A. 
Jette (then an unknown lawyer, 
but later Sir Louis, Chief Justice 
and Lieutenant Governor of Que- 
bec) was really the first candi- 
date of the new Liberal party in 
which Laurier, Mercier and 
others were to figure so pomin- 
ently in later years. 

The campaign had been a most 
strenuous one. At his first election 
meeting Cartier was prevented 
from speaking and was assailed 
with stones and rotten eggs, and 
on nomination day there was a 
riot which the police were unable 
to stay and in which many heads 
were cracked. In the end, Car-

tier's supporters drove “the 
enemy” from the field, but it 


was impossible to continue meet- 
ings. 

The defeat was a crushing one. 
Jette had a majority of over 1,300 
votes. Cartier, in ill health for 
some time, took the defeat calm- 
ly outwardly, but in truth it was 
a sad blow, and he had to take to 
his bed for some time before re- 
turning to Ottawa. When he did 
return he was received with a 
great procession, like a victor in- 
stead of a victim 

There was no difficulty in find- 
ing another seat. Several were of- 
fered but he accepted Provenchr. 
Man. where he was elected by 
acclamation on September 14, 
Louis Riel and H. J. Clarke re- 
tiring in his favour. Six months 
later, May 22, 1873, he was dead in 
London, England, whence he had 
gone on official business. He 
could not, with his ailment, have 
lived long anyway, but there is 
no doubt that his electoral defeat 
in Montreal hastened the end.

ANYTHING FOR A CHANGE 

When we try to estimate the 
definite results of yesterday's 
sweep, we must recall that Al- 
berta has for most of its short 
history as a province been a lab- 
oratory for political experimenta- 
tion. Henry Wise Wood. in its 
early days, brought from Missouri 
the homespun political doctrine 
known as populism. The growing 
province wa* inocculated with it 
and it has been manifesting itself 
in various ways politically ever 
since. Fourteen years ago it was 
the underlying philosophy of 
those who led the ultra-radical 
U.F.A. party to power. Years in 
office have sobered its leaders 
and turned it into a moderatively 
conservative political organiza- 
tion, Tiring for the moment of 
such political respectability, the 
traditionally radical Alberta 
stepped out to try a new drink 
which has ended ifn a bit of a 
spree 

There is this that is significant. 
however, in stepping out, Alberta 
has, for the moment at least, 
found little attraction in the 
offerings of the old-time provin- 
cial parties. Alberta may not 
know exactly what she wants. 
but, impatient with what she has 
been getting, will try anything 
for a change.—Victoria Times 


THE LINCOLN MOTTO 
It is apparently stil! possible to 
fool all of the people some of the 
time.

Alberta yesterday supplies an 
instance.

Mr. Aberhart carried on his 
campaign with the fervor of an 
evangelist. He is, however, an 
impractical dreamer, despite the 
fact that he possesses some of the 
characteristics of a dictatcr. It is 
self-evident that he will never be 
able to put his plan into effect 
He has asked for eighteen months 


to make arrangements before 
commencing to hand out the 
dividends. In that period, no 


coubt, both be and the people of 
Alberta will find out how utterly 
impossible of realization is their 
promised Utopia. It is apparently 
dependent on the issue of credit 
certificates that would never be 
any good outside the province and 
therefore could not long retain
